"No one had a vested property right 


in the common law,'1 said the justice. 
He found the present law did not regu-

No objection was found in

ployes and restricted the 
doctrine of 


"contributory negligence."

The testimony at 
tho hearing of tho case showed that the 
Konoahu woman had not heard frum her 
husband sinco ho was-sent to prison and 
ho in still supposed to bo serving time. 
Tho divorce was granted on the grounds 
^iut the husband hud been convicted of 
'charges of bigamy.

age, William Sdwards, one of,the pio- 
neer settlers of Wisconsin died on Sat- 
urday night, at the home of Mrs. Evan 
Roberts, 1141 Grand avenue, aged 89 
years. 


Mr. Edwards was born in Hanegugu, 


North Wales. When he reached the age 
of four years he was stricken with srasJJ 
pox which left him blind. 


More than sixty years ago he took 


passage on o. sail vessel for America. 
On the way over the ship was blown far 
out of its course and was practically 
lost, bnt finally reached New York, more 
than nix weeks late. 


Mr. Edwardn went from that place to 


Minnesota, where he, took up a claim, 
but later- sold it out. Then ho 
came 


to Wisconsin before there were any rail- 
roads in operation. 


Traveled Through Country 


For years ho traveled ' through the 


country peddling, and for eighteen years 
was a resident of Milwaukee, very well 
known there. Notwithstanding hia af- 
fliction he was always pleasant 
and 


cheerful and managed 
to get 
around 


without assistance. 


During the\past six years he has lived 


in this city, making liis home with Mra. 
Roberts. Ho is survived by a grand- 
niece and nephews. 
The funeral will 


take place on Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock from his late home.

I did not have one, and presently six 
husky negroes came in, pulled me out of 
bed onto the porch and fired twenty-five 
shots (not blanks) about me, and, after 


giving me a good kick, sent me scam- 
pering down the road 
in my under- 


clothes. 
After running 
about half » 


mile, I came to a row of houses kept by 
negroes who asked what was wrong. 
After telling them what had hoppencd, 
they said that they had heard the shots 
fired. 


After a few minutes the three white 


men and negroes came down the read 
and then it first dawned upon me, that 
it was all a joke. 


In a. Negro's Shoes 


We started to walk hack. 
I 
was 


liarefooted and, as the hard road was 
too much for me, I was compelled to 
borrow a pair of shoes from a negro, 
who took them off and loaned them to 
me as he was willing to walk barefooted 
because his feet were tougher than mine. 


I was too excited for any sleep that 


night and the next morning the bunch 
were all smiles and thought it a great 
joke. Not I, however, aa I was "all in" 
from the shock for a week after. 


I met Tom Pletcher, of the Melville 


Clark Piano Co., two days later at the 
Grunewald Hotel, in New Orleans, and 
related by experience to him, expecting^ 
to receive a little sympathy. Instead,., 
he gave me the laugh and said that it« 
was the best joke he had ever heard- I 
am still trying to "see the point," and 
would like to hear from any other hap- 
less pilgrim who may have had occasion 
to stop at Omega, La.

a new rug is washed by the Turkish 
woman to better bring out the luster of 
tho material. 


In the Orient these nigs are cleaned 


entirely by shaking and washing, but are 
never beaten. 
When beating is neces- 


sary it should be done on the face side, 
as there is danger when beating on the 
wrong side of breaking the threads. Tho 
brat plan is to lay right side up on the 
grass, and to beat thoroughly with light 
rattan beaters. 


After the dust is shaken or beaten out 


small rugs can be put in tubs of plain 
cold water. 
Then tho surface may be 


gone over with :i brush and sandsoap, 
always being sure to rub with the warp. 
Large rugs can have the garden hose 
turned on them with wonderful cleans- 
ing effect, after which they should be 
dried in the sun. 


In winter an excellent plan is to sweep 


them on the snow, scattering it over 
them and sweeping it off again several 
times, always working with the threads. 
Tim sweeper should also be used in the 
same direction, never turning it hack- 
ward. 


Thin process of cleaning is much safer 


for these rugs than sending them to 
the steam cleaners where the threads are 
in danger of being snapped by the rap- 
idly turning machinery. 


Yellow for Dark Room—No one wants 


fe^t, gloomy room, but what to do with 
'*siich a room is a problem that has both- 


ered more than one. 


Many a woman has foregone inside 


curtains to allow all the light possible 
to come into the room, but still it looks 
dreary. It is not so much the light that 
One needs as tue sunshine and when this 
cannot be had one must miike it, or, 
rather, get the effect of it. 


A room with a northern aspect should 


not, of course, be papered in blue or some 
each color, but rather in rich, warm 
tones of olive, green, brown, red or yel- 
low. 


_If the room gets but little light and 


isunshine. yellow should be the choice. 


"Not only should one have yellow on 


the walls, but !>,lso on the ceiling lor 
the sake of the reflection. 


A pretty treatment is to have a light 


pumpkin yellow on the walls as far as 
the picture molding and a lighter shade 
•tibovu this and on the coiling. Then yel- 
•low silk sash curtains, pulled back, tcud 
to make a room sunny. 


Brass can make a wonderful difference 


to a dreary room. 


A largo jardiniere with a plant in it 


teaml 
iu a dark corner will lighten up 


toost marvelously. 


The imoprtanco of brass in a sunless 


room cannot bee too strongly empha- 
sized.. 


Mirrors brighten up and so do some 


•pictures with well-polished glasses and 
gilded frames, but these little points are 
/too seldom taken inf.o consideration. 


Stain Eradicator— Ink, fruit or vege- 


table stains on finecrs are inexcusable, 
as they can be easily removed. 


The quickest cradicator is a piece of 


pumice stone kept on the washstand. 
Wei. before using and rub .steadily, but 
not vigorously, or the skin may suffer. 


A stain remover that has proved suc- 


cessful with fruit and vegetable discol-^ 
oration is made by adding a few drops 
of carbolic acid to a half pint bottle 
of glycerine and rosewater. 


How to Mend Gloves—To mend 
kid 


gloves do not put your faith in a fat 
little needle, for it only tends to rip 
the delicate edges and make the rent 
more ragged. 


Never use silk, for it 
wears right 


through the kid. 


Get a thin cotton thread and tho small- 


est needle that will carry it, and wax the 
thread with beeswax to make it stouter. 


Place the fingers over' the glove mender 


and take up a stitch on one side, then on 
the opposite, not both together. 


Mend on the right aide and fasten the 


thread securely.—Exchange. 


Miking Good Butter—The beet 
but- 


ter is made, from cream collected about 
the same time. Mixing cream from three 
or four days' skimmings is what makes 
the texture of butter uneven .and the 
flavor poor. Keep the different skim- 
mings separate, and churn them separ- 
ately, iu far as possible. This requires 
some more work, but it makes better 
butter. If several skimmings are mixed, 
stir the mixture, well when cream is add- 
ed. 


All cream should be frequently stirred 


when ripening in order to 
make the 


I ripening progress evenly 
through

i mass. Always skim milk before it be- 


i comes coagulated. 


Drawing Threads—Linen threads are 


always drawn more easily if the dress- 
ing is first taken out. 
Make a heavy 


lather of -wliite soap and brush it over 
the surface where you. wish to draw the 
threads. Let this dry in and the threads 
will be much more easily removed. 


HOUSEHOLD NOTES 


Paint wooden pails and tubs with gly- 


cerine to prevent shrinking. 


Place all cakes to cool on a wire sieve 


and never put them away in tins till 
perfectly cold. 


Creamed cauliflower, served in green 


shells, makes a dish as tasty as it is 
satisfying to the eye. 


To prevent eyeglasses "steaming" in 


cold weather rub with vaseline and polish 
with a silk handkerchief. 


If one needs a door stop and there is 


not one at hand, a large spool, nailed 
in position, will answer every purpose. 


A now flavor can be given, to cooked 


prunes by adding a few slices of lemon. 
Another method is 10 cook them with a. 
bag of spices. 


To remove the odor of fish or onions 


from the frying pan, put in vinegar and 
heat until scalding, and then wash out. 


For creaming butter or butter and 


sugar, a perforated spoon will be found 
more convenient than a fork in the hand, 


To remove (scratches on funiture dip a 


woolen rag in boiled linseed oil and with 
it well rub the scratched article, which 
should then be varnished with shellac 
dissolved in alcohol. 


New linen for working upon should be 


rubbed over with a dry cake of soap. 
This will render the fabric soft, so1 that 
drawing threads or embroidery upon it 
will be much facilitated. 


When short of large corks to fit cat- 


I sup bottles cut cardboard to fit inside 


I of bottle, pour hot sealing wax 
over 


' quickly. This excludes all air and cat- 
sup keepb perfectly. 


Shelves for precious china may have 


pads of felt to prevent chipping the 
dishes. 
When fragile plates must be 


piled one on another a small, plain doily 
placed between will save breakage. 


When making glue you will find that 


the addition of a little glycerine in- 
crcas its adhesive quality and makes it 
more clastic. One part of glycerine to 
three parts of glue is the right propor- 
tion. 


When heating flatiorns it is a good 


plan to lift and wipe them .after being 
on the-gas stove a few seconds, as the 
moisture found then turns 
the 
irons 


rusty if left till they are fully heated. 
This will also save labor in cleaning 
when ironing. 


To clean 'white felt hats mix powdered 


magnesia' and water into a paste and 
rub it on to the felt with a clean tooth- 


j brush. Let it dry thoroughly and then 
brush out the, magnesia, when the hat 
will probably look quite clean. If this 
is not the case, repeat the process. 


lieforo using a new wash line try boil- 


ing it a few minutes in soapy water and 
see how much longer it will last. 
It 


should be taken down and brought in- 
doors af-ter every washing, never allowed 
to remain out, to collect dust or bo rain- 
ed upon when not in use. 


It may sometimes chance that one is 


placed between the difficulties of using 
strong household soap or none at all. No

FOR THE TABLE 


White Chocolate Ice Cream—This is' 


simply a rich vanilla cream with choco- 
late grated coarsely into it at the last 
moment just before freezing. It will not 
turn dark like ordinary chocolate, but 
remains white with little speckles of 
chocolate throughout. 


French Rolls—Sift one pound of flour 


and rub into 'it two ounces of butter, 
beat three eggs very light; and a table- 
spoonful of strong yeast and an even 
teaspoonful of salt. 
Cover the -dough 


and set it near the fire to rise. It should 
be light in an hour. Put it on a paste 
board and divide into small rolls of 
round cakes. Lay them in a baking pan 
and bake -in' a quick oven. 


Suet Paste—One pound of sifted flour, 


one teaspoonful of salt, six ounces of 
beef suet, one cupful of ice water. Re- 
move all'the fibers from the suet and 
chop it fine. Rub in the flour and salt 
with the hands. Then add enough wa- 
ter to maka a. soft dough. Roll out. To 
be used for meat pies and apple dump- 
lings. 


Potato 
Chowder—Cook about 
four 


dried potatoes until tender. Add a lit- 
tle chopped onion. Pour off any remain- 
ing water and pour on one quart of hot 
milk. Bring to a toil. Thicken with a 
little corn starch dissolved in cold wa- 
ter. 
Season, sprinkle with 
chopped 


parsely and serve. 


Apple Cheese—Apple cheese makes a 


good tart or cake filling. Peel, core and 
qua'.-ter half a pound of apples and grate 
the rind of a medium-sized lemon. Place 
a pound of sugar in an earthenware pan 
with a quarter 01 a pint of water, and 
add tho apples and lemon. Simmer this 
for about an hour, then add the juice 
of two lemons and let it boil for ten. 
minutes, stirring continually. 


Apple Snow—Peel and gratj two large 


apples and put inem aside. Whip stiff 
the white's of two eggs with a pinch of 
salt, then add gradually six. tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, beating it well into the 
.egg, alternating with a, tablespoonful of 
the apple till all the sugar and apple are 
used. Continue to whip until the snow 
has arisen to some height. If preferred 
the pulp of cooked apples may bo used, 
and the snow may be quickly and light- 
ly browned.

NEW LIGHTING SYSTEM 
i 


FOR COUNTY POOR FARM 


The system of lighting the rooms of 


thc county poor house, with barn lan- 
terns, a system in vogue possibly since 
thc building was erected,- is soon to be 
abolished by Racine .county, as .mem- 
bers of the "county board of supervisors 
realize that thc system is a most dan- 
gerous one and unless done away with 
may result in the total destruction of 
the building and possibly in the loss of 
human lives. . 


A special committee consisting of sup- 


ervisors W. J. Callender, Joseph Smer- 
chek and W. E. Tucker was named to 
visit the county poor house and inspect 
the system of lighting and cooking to- 
gether with the cost of such system. 
Thc committee reported that the mode 
of lighting some rooms was with barn 
lanterns and that the annual cost of the 
kerosene .oil used was $20. About six- 
teen tons of coal are used annually in 
the heating and cooking system at a 
cost of $110, making the total cost for 
fuel SI 30.

Given a sudden striking influx of stu- 
dents economically equipped for an aca- 
demic career by their parents' prosperity, 
and at the same time the proffer on tho 
part of men of means of marvelous sums 
of institutional equipment and -enrich- 
ment on the "plant" side, it required 
men of exceptional strength of purpose 
and devotion to thc spiritual and ideal- 
istic aspects of academic life to resist 
the temptation to exalt "bigness" as a, 
teat of final institutional success. 


Fortunately, signs have not been lack- 


ing of late that new standards are be- 
ing'set up, or rather that there is a turn- 
ing back 'to carilcr traditions. Adequate 
payment of teachers, restoration of a 
measure of faculty authority in realms 
•where professors are expert, more forni- 
nl recognition and honoring of students 
who disclose intellectual capacity, estab- 
lishment of university presses, promotion 
o.f authorship by professors and heartier 
encouragement of direct service of tho 
community by the university staff, these 
are some of the most vital aspects of- 
American university Activity today.
